Gentlemen: 

In reply to a question recently 
raised pertaining to acoustical ceil- 
ing tile attachment we note in your 
May-June, 1962 edition (Research 
Department), reference to Under- 
writers' Laboratories, Inc. 

One might infer from your 
answer to the question about the ad- 
hesive used in securing the acous- 
tical tile that it was the adhesive 
itself that burned. This was not 
specifically the case. Rather it was 
the fact that the adhesive lost its 
tack, thereby allowing the acousti- 
cal tile to fall to the floor. You can 
readily appreciate that the acousti- 
cal tile would burn with much 
greater intensity if an unprotected 
back side was exposed. 

It is the consensus of various au- 
thorities in the field that had the 
acoustical tile not fallen the fire 
might not have been as intense. 
Thus, if the tile were mechanically 
fastened, the chances of it falling 
and thereby contributing more to 
a fire would not be as great. Per- 
haps, if a person is concerned 
about fire it would be best to ad- 
vise them to use a "Labeled" tile 
having a low flame spread.

random-width planks of 1-in. cherry 
solid stock are edge-glued to form 
the top of the unusual three- 
cornered coffee table shown on our 
cover. There are two legs at each 
of the three corners of the table, 
the original of which was built espe- 
cially for Charles Howard, Sr. of 
Hemet, California. 

Start construction by edge-gluing 
the trued lengths of stock to form 
a rectangle on which the triangular- 
shape can be drawn. (The planks 
are positioned parallel to the longer 
side of the table.) Locate the center 
of what will be the long side of the 
table, then measure 43 in. from the 
center in both directions and make 
a mark. It may be necessary to 
temporarily position a scrap piece 
of stock at the ends of the glued-up 
top to permit marking the 43-in. dis- 
tance. Now, from the center of the 
edge, draw a line at right angles, 
and at least 45 in. long. From this 



45-in. mark draw a line to each of 
the points on the long edge of the 
top that are 43 in. from the center 
of the edge. The result will be a 
triangle with two legs of equal 
length, the third leg being longer. 

Measure up 27 in. from the long 
edge and make a mark. From this 
point draw an arc with a compass 
or trammel points, having a radius 
of 12 in. The positions of the centers 
for drawing the 6-in. radius at each 
of the other corners can be found 
in two different ways. (Some of 
you craftsmen, no doubt, will figure 
others.) If the triangle is not cut 
to shape, bisect each of the angles 
with a compass or trammel points, 
as in Figs. 1 through 3, and in Fig. 
5. We are showing and describing 
how to bisect an angle with a com- 
pass just in case some of you may 
have forgotten your high-school 
geometry. You will note in Figs. 1 
through 3 Uiat it was necessary to 



temporarily fit a scrap of stock at 
the end of the glued-up top to permit 
drawing the complete triangle. 
Using the point of the triangle as a 
center, two arcs with equal radii 
are drawn to intersect the sides of 
the triangle. From the latter two 
points two more equal-length arcs 
are drawn so they intersect inside 
the triangle. To bisect the angle, 
draw a line from the intersection of 
the last two arcs to the point of the 
triangle. Now, adjust your square 
to a 6-in. length and move it along 
the edge of the table top until it 
just touches the bisecting line. 
Make a mark at this point and use 
it as the center for drawing an arc 
with a 6-in. radius. The operation 
is repeated at the opposite corner. 

An alternate method of finding 
the centers for drawing the 6-in. 
arcs, if the table top is cut to tri- 
angular shape, is simply to set your 
square at 6 in. and move it along 
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1. After top boards are assembled, use 
scrap to extend triangle, bisect angle.

the adjacent edges of the table, 
drawing a line as you move the 
square. The intersection of the two 
lines will be the center for the 6-in. 
arc. Both methods are in Fig. 5. 

To determine the various angles 
between the pieces of the apron, 
draw lines % in. apart as indicated 
to show the positions of the apron 
members. At the various intersec- 
tions, draw lines to make the 
angles. Pick up the angles with the 
aid of a sliding T-bevel as shown 
in Fig. 5, then transfer them to your 
saw and cut the angles on the apron 
pieces. Attach the apron to the 
table top with screws driven up 
through holes that are counterbored 
in the apron, Fig. 4. 

The pairs of beveled legs are cut 



at top and bottom to provide the 
correct angle of splay, then are 
attached to hardwood pieces with 
screws. The hardwood members 
then are attached to the strips of 
'.fe-in. plywood that are attached to 
the underside of the top with glue, 
wood screws and finishing nails. 
The fasteners are short enough so 
that none penetrate the top. Finally, 
attach the center brace. 

Round the edges of the top, then 
sand the top with progressively 
finer grits until a smooth finish is 
obtained. Dust thoroughly, then 
apply a paste filler, thinned as per 
the manufacturer's instructions. 
When it has set, sand again, then 
apply your favorite finish; clear 
shellac, lacquer or paste wax. A A

open shelves are fine in cabinets 
above counter height, where they 
can be reached easily. However, 
space under the counter requires 
considerable stooping, reaching 
and fumbling to find items you 
want, and to replace those items in 
some sort of order. This is true 
especially in cabinets that are fairly 
narrow. A more practical method 
of using under-counter space is to 
have the cabinets pull out to permit 
access from above. The cabinet 
sections can roll out on bottom 
casters or slide out like a drawer 
on metal drawer guides. An ex- 
ample of this is a trash bin that was 
made by modifying a cabinet. Fig. 1. 

To make the modification the 
door was removed and the hinges 
discarded. Holes left by the hinge 
screws were puttied and sanded. 
Cleats then were screwed to the in- 



side surface of the door, Fig. 2, to 
accept the sides of the bin cut from 
1-in. stock or %-in. plywood, Fig. 3. 
The bin was made shorter than the 
depth of the cabinet, and narrower 
than the cabinet to accommodate 
the width of the drawer slides. The 
latter dimension is determined by 
the type slide used. The door pull 
was moved to the top of the door, 
Fig. 4. and the slides were fitted 
inside the cabinet and on the sides 
of the bin. In most base cabinets 
the inside of the cabinet is wider 
than the door opening because of 
the face trim. This means that 
spacer blocks will have to be at- 
tached to the cabinet sides to posi- 
tion the drawer slides. 

Another method of using a base 
cabinet for a trash receptacle is to 
install a unit, Fig. 5; a pullout 
bracket holds a plastic trash can. AA

EYE SAFETY 

IN THE HOME SHOP

For protection when using grinding wheel, face shield is especially effec- 
tive, prevents particles from hitting your face, as well as your eyes. 



protective guards are standard 
equipment on all power tools, and 
most home-workshop owners are 
careful to see that the guards are 
in place and properly adjusted. This 
safety equipment keeps fingers and 
hands clear of whirling saw blades 
and spinning bits, but does very 
little in the way of protecting eyes. 
Watching the blade of your table 
saw cut a straight line requires 



that you be in the line of flying 
chips and sawdust; watching a 
drill bore through metal often 
means your eyes are in the path of 
the chips flung away from the 
spinning drill bit. 

Eye protection is recognized by 
industry as a necessity. Every 
progressive company provides eye 
protection for its employees. As 
manager of your home workshop 




For general work in the shop protect your eyes with lightweight safety glasses such 
as these that can be worn right over prescription glasses.

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you should provide this same 
protection for your em- 
ployee, yourself. A pair of 
safety glasses should be one 
of the first "tools" purchased 
for any home workshop. Eye 
injuries occur easily. Serious 
damage to your eyes can re- 
sult when doing a seemingly 
hazard-free job, such as 
scraping paint. Using a cold 
chisel without eye protection 
is simply asking for trouble. 
Using a star drill in masonry 
presents the same hazards 
to your eyes. 

The most sensitive portion 
of your eye is right out in 
front to catch the damaging 
"bullets" of wood or metal 
particles hurled from a 
power tool. This is the 
cornea, the clear window of 
the eye that is in front of 
the colored iris. The corneal 
tissue is soft, and easily 
penetrated by flying parti- 
cles. If wood or metal sticks 
in the cornea, it must be 
removed and the cornea 
treated. When penetration of 
the cornea is deep, a scar 
may result that will leave 
blurred vision or complete 
blindness. A simple scratch 
of the cornea surface may 
become ulcerous, and event- 
ually cause blindness. The 
second greatest number of 
injuries leading to complete 
or partial blindness are 
caused by chemicals. Paints, 
thinners, acids and alkali 
lead the parade of eye 
killers. One tiny drop is 
enough to do the damage. 
A blow to the eye by larger 
objects may cause blindness 
by affecting the retina, the 
"film" at the back of the 
eye that contains visual 
nerves and fibers. This can 
happen even with the eyelid 
closed tightly. 

When an eye injury occurs, 
be cautious with first aid. 
Allow only a doctor to re- 
move particles from the eye 
surface. If chemicals get in 
your eyes, wash them im- 
mediately with generous 
quantities of water. In any 
case, call your family physi- 
cian immediately. 

Better than considering 
first aid or calling your 
doctor, prevent injuries in 
the first place. Your eye 
doctor can prescribe an in- 
expensive pair of safety 
glasses. If you do not wear 
prescription lenses, glasses 
without power can be pur- 
chased. If you weld or use 
spattering materials, glasses 
are available with side 
shields. For using wire 



brushes, grinding wheels and 
the like, use a face shield 
that protects the tender skin 
of your face from flying bits 
of debris. 

Reach for safety glasses 
or face shield before you 
reach for the switch of a 
power tool. Keep your future 
bright and clear by being 
able to see it. A A

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Building Kitchen Cabinets 



PART VII 

Utility or Drawer Cabinet RALPH TREVES 




IN ALMOST EVERY KITCHEN there IS 

need for a utility or drawer cabi- 
net. Fig. 1, that will provide storage 
space for food and cakes, a drawer 
for silverware and work area for 
using such appliances as food 
grinders. The cabinet can be fitted 
in a row of other cabinets under a 
single counter top, or may be used 
as a free-standing unit. In the latter 
case the top of the cabinet should 
be 2-in. maple so it can be used 
as a cutting board. 

In the cabinet described in this 
article the top drawer is compart- 
mented to hold silverware and cut- 
lery, the second drawer is for mis- 
cellaneous items and the third 
drawer is for storage of bread and 
cake. The latter drawer is lined 
with plastic laminate to permit easy 
cleaning, and divided by a partition 
to keep bread and cakes separate. 
An optional feature for this drawer 
is a panel of V*-in. hardboard that 
fits in grooves cut near the upper 
edges of the sides. It helps keep the 
contents fresh. The lower drawer 
is for vegetables, and has a perfo- 
rated-metal bottom for ventilation. 
Vegetables are kept in a separate 
metal pan that fits in the drawer. 
At the top of the cabinet is a metal 
plate that slides out to provide a 
bracket for supporting appliances 
such as a food grinder. Fig. 10. The 
cabinet can be 18 or 24 in. wide. 
Fig. 2, but if it will be installed 
in a line of cabinets it should be 
designed to exactly fit the space 
available. Height of the unit is a 
standard 34>£ in. which will permit 
it to fit under the regular counter. 



1. Drawer cabinet may be installed in 
line of cabinets, or may be used as a 
free-standing unit with cutting-board top. 
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Assembly details are shown in 
Fig. 2. In Fig. 3 is shown the cabinet 
frame complete. Note that the toe 
space is not covered. As has been 
stated in previous articles, the di- 
mensions of the toe space can be 



changed to suit personal prefer- 
ence, or to match the space of ex- 
isting cabinets. All drawers are 
fitted with metal guides to permit 
easy removal and smooth action, 
Fig. 4. Those used in the cabinet 



shown are Amerock side-mount No. 
4022. Other types are available; 
buy the guides before making the 
drawers, as the required space be- 
tween cabinet and drawer sides will 
vary with the make and model of

go, then lifting up. To replace, reverse this procedure. shelves, spacer strips are installed to position drawer guides. 
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the guides. To position the guides 
flush with the inside edges of the 
facing on the cabinet, spacer strips 
are installed, Fig. 5. 

After assembling the cabinet 
sides, top and the bottom shelf, 
temporarily fit the back in place 
and make up the facing framework. 
This is %-in. solid stock, such as 



can be obtained from a number of 
our advertisers who sell cabinet 
lumber and supplies. Rip the strips 
to the widths indicated in Fig. 2, 
then cut to lengths to suit your par- 
ticular cabinet. Clamp the strips as 
shown in Fig. 6, and drill for dowels 
that are glued in place. The back 
that was temporarily installed now

is removed, the drawer guides are 
fitted in place and the back is re- 
placed permanently. Holes are 
drilled for countersinking flathead 
wood screws, Fig. 7. 

Drawer construction has been 
described in a previous article; 
when making the drawers the sides 
must be positioned to allow clear- 
ance for the particular guides used. 
This will determine where the 
dadoes are cut for the drawer sides, 
Fig. 8. The plate to which the ap- 
pliances are clamped should be of 
steel or aluminum 3/16 to Va in. 
thick and at least 12 in. long. A 
recess is routed for it in the cabinet 
top, Fig. 9, so it is slightly below 
the top surface. This provides 
clearance when the counter top or 
chopping block is installed. A finger 
hole is bored in the metal plate so 
it can be grasped to be pulled out. 
A hardwood block of handy size is 
fitted with a dowel. Fig. 10, so it 
will fit the finger hole. The dowel 
keeps the block in place and also 
prevents the metal plate from slid- 
ing in under the counter top when 
an appliance is being used. 

If the cabinet is to be in a line of 
others, the sides can be regular fir 
plywood, if the unit is to stand 
alone, use birch-faced plywood, or 
some other hardwood-faced ply- 
wood. The choice of drawer pulls is 
determined by the pulls used on 
other cabinets in the kitchen. A A

features a touch of elegance in the latticework made 
of gleaming brass rod. To maintain the look of light- 
ness, '/4-in. stock is used throughout, except for drawer 
fronts and the strips used in the lattice assembly. 
Make patterns for the two sides and the back on 
heavy wrapping paper, then cut out these pieces, 
then cut the necessary dadoes in the sides to receive 
the shelves. Note that the shelves are V\ in. longer 
than the back is wide, to allow for the % in. on each 
end of the shelves that fits in the dadoes. The two 
lower shelves are 3% in. wide, the extra Vt in. being 
necessary because there is no back. 

Brass rods for the lattice should be about Vs in. Cut 
them to a length of about 8% in., then bend as indicated 
so the angle portion is about 7% in., the short ends 
that fit in the wooden strips are about % in. After 
bending, the rods can be cut to fit as necessary. 

Drill two Vtt-in. holes at each location of the rod ends, 
centering them Va in. from each edge. This allows 
only 1/16 in. material between the holes, and between 
the holes and the edges of the stock, so use care in 
the drilling operation. Assemble the rods and strips.

Pattern for each side is traced on 14 -in. stock, then is cut with Ends of brass rods are bent in vise, or in metal block in which 
band or jig saw. Heavier stock will make cabinet cumbersome. hole is drilled. Bend all rods uniformly after cutting.

then hold the assembly together with masking tape, 
if necessary, to permit inserting it. Glue and brad the 
three top shelves in their dadoes, then fit the lattice- 
work assembly in place. Use glue on the ends of the 
strips, drive brads into the ends through the cabinet 
sides. The two bottom shelves now are slipped into 
their dadoes, being held with glue and brads. 



The cabinet can be used as a plain shelf unit, or 
drawers can be made to fit, as shown. Two sizes 
of drawers are required, as indicated. Finish the cabi- 
net with an antique stain to maintain the Early-Ameri- 
can look. The brass rods will be dull when purchased. 
Clean them with steel wool until they gleam, then 
apply a coat of clear lacquer. AA 
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1. Finished in flat black for contrast to 
other furniture, slat bench can be table, 
as here, or base for other furniture.

Multi-Purpose SLAT BENCH 



attractive enough to fit any deco- 
rator grouping, this slat-style bench, 
Fig. 1, has the added advantage of 
being usable in a number of dif- 
ferent ways. It is ideal as a lamp 
table, fine for a coffee or occasional 
table. With the aid of a few cushions 
it becomes a bench to handle the 
seating of an overflow crowd at a 



party. Because the bench is just 
12 in. high it can be used as a base 
for wall cabinets, buffets, dressers 
and the like. Fig. 8. 

To start construction, rip a 5-ft. 
length of 1-in. clear pine or hard- 
wood into strips l'fe in. wide. Cut 
the strips to a length of 54 in. Mark 
and cut the scrap pieces to lengths 



of Vk in. The latter are spacer 
blocks. Mark and drill the blocks 
on center, Figs. 2 and 3, and mark 
the locations of the blocks on the 
slats and drill them also. Fig. 2. 
The holes for the dowels that run 
through the spacers and slats are 
located at the centers of the slats 
and % in. from the ends of the 
slats, Fig. 6. 

Glue is wiped on the faces of the 
spacer blocks and on the slats and 
18-in. lengths of dowel are driven 
through the assembly, Fig. 4. Not

all the slats and spacers need to be 
assembled at the same time. Clamp 
the glued assembly. Fig. 5, and 
allow the glue to set overnight. Legs 
for the bench also are cut from 
lengths of 1-in. stock ripped to \Vz 
in. widths. The top piece is 18 in. 
long, the bottom is 14 in. and the 
two side pieces are 9 in. A 12-deg. 
bevel is cut on the ends of the leg 



members as indicated in Fig. 6. A 
miter box. Fig. 7, will assure ac- 
curate miters, or the miter gauge 
of a table saw can be used for the 
job. Assemble the legs with glue 
and screws, and attach them to the 
underside of the bench by screws. 
Position the legs 9% in. from each 
end of the bench. 

Flat black was the color used for 



the original, and this color will go 
well with most decorating schemes. 
You may, however, want a natural 
finish or any of a number of stain 
finishes. If either of the latter two 
types of finish are to be applied, 
sand smooth all the slats and the 
edges of the spacer blocks before 
assembling the bench; sanding after 
assembly would be difficult. AA

Tray-Top Table 



this charming little table is a real 
conversation piece. The top ro- 
tates in a "lazy-susan" manner on 
the shoulder of the column, and also 
is pivoted on the "cage" so it can 
be tipped up vertically. Pulling out 
the wedge permits the top-and-cage 
assembly to be removed. We are 
not sure in the case of this table, 
but many items of furniture in the 
early days were designed for easy 
partial or complete disassembly as 
an aid in transporting the items. 
Also, from a practical standpoint, 
as with the tray-top table, there is 
less chance of the item being dam- 
aged when partly disassembled.

The original of this table is on 
display in the Nelson Gallery of Art 
in Kansas City, Mo. Should any of 
you readers be coming through Kan- 
sas City, we strongly urge you to 
visit this gallery and examine other 
pieces of furniture in the extensive 
collection on display. For you 
readers who will not get down this 
way, future items of furniture will 
be chosen from galleries and mu- 
seums in other cities. Eventually 
we hope to make a complete "tour" 
of collections around the country. 

As with many fine pieces of fur- 
niture made in the early days of 
our country, the tray-top table was 



made of mahogany. Any cabinet- 
grade hardwood can be used, and 
you may prefer a lighter-colored 
wood and finish to match the decor 
of your own home. Considerable 
lathe work is required for the table. 
We would suggest edge-gluing 1-in. 
stock to make the top, then setting 
it aside for the glue to set, while 
turning the main column. Not shown 
in the drawing, but apparent in the 
photo of the disassembled table is 
the projection at the top of the 
column. It is % in. in diameter, and 
% in. long. You may want to turn 
it as part of the column, or you may 
drill a hole at the end of the column 
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18" DIA. 



OVER-ALL 1-9/16 
LENGTH- 22-3/8" 
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after the turning is done and insert 
a length of %-in. dowel. To lay out 
the mortises at the lower end of 
the column, set your dividers or 
compass equal to the diameter, 
then step off around the circum- 
ference to find the centers of the 
mortises. You may have to adjust 
the compass spacing slightly to 
exactly divide the circle into three 
sections. When you have found 
these centers, mark % in. each way 
to indicate the %-in. mortises and 
% in. each way from center to in- 
dicate the flats that are cut on the 
column. A mortising chisel in a 
drill press, or a drill and wood 
chisel then are used. 

The three legs are cut on a band 
saw, then carved to shape. Make 
templates of cardboard to check 
the cross sections as indicated on 
the squared drawing. Before cutting 
out the legs, saw the tenons. After 
the legs have been carved and 
smoothed, fit the tenons into the 
mortises on the column. The fitting 
is a trial-and-error process, using 
a rasp and sandpaper to reduce the 
tenons until they just fit snugly in 
the mortises. Remove immediately 
any excess glue that is forced out 
during assembly, to prevent it from 
staining the wood. 

Turn the four legs for the "cage", 
then make the top and bottom of 
the cage, clamping the two pieces 
together and drilling both at once 
to assure that the holes are ac- 
curately aligned. Bore the hole in 
the bottom member of the cage 
slightly larger than the 2%-in. por- 
tion of the table column, to permit

it to turn easily. Note also that one 
edge of the cage top is rounded. 

Turn the locking ring, using either 
a faceplate, or a tapered wooden 
"chuck" to hold the piece. Cut the 
notch in the ring, then fit it and the

cut the mortise that accepts the 
wedge. Cut the wedge and fit it to 
the mortise. The last member to 
be turned is the table top. Be care- 
ful when working on this piece not 
to damage the thin ring around the 
edge that gives the table its name. 
Cut the two reinforcing strips and 
attach them to the underside of 
the top with glue and screws driven 
in counterbored holes. They are 
spaced 5% in. apart, to allow clear- 
ance on each side of the cage top. 
Fit the dowel pivots through the 
strips and into the cage, but do not 
glue into place until the cage top 
has been trimmed and fitted to per- 
mit the top to pivot to a vertical 
position. Glue the dowels only in the 
cage top, not in the strips. To hold 
the top on the cage, use an elbow 
catch, fitting the catch on the un- 
derside of the table, the strike on 
the edge of the top member of the 
cage. The final step is to apply 
filler, stain and finish to the com- 
pleted table.

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INSTALLING HARDWOOD FLOORING

IIAKDWOOD FLOORS HAVE BEEN FAVORED 

traditionally by home owners be- 
cause of their lifetime durability, 
natural beauty, ease of upkeep and 
long-term economy. With the em- 
phasis on wood beauty in modern 
home planning, hardwood floors 
also are in the height of fashion. 

Oak is the wood used most often. 
Next in popularity are hard maple, 
beech, birch and pecan. Other 
species used include walnut, cherry, 
ash, hickory and teak. 

While the installation of hard- 
wood flooring for an entire home is 
best entrusted to a skilled floor 
layer, a do-it-yourselfer who is 
adept at working with wood should 
be able to do an excellent job in a 
smaller area, such as a room addi- 
tion or a remodeled attic. In con- 



ventional joist construction, as used 
in the project illustrated, Figs. 1 
through 12, the hardwood flooring 
is installed over wood subflooring 
that should consist of 1 -in. lumber 
in widths of 4 to 6 in. Boards wider 
than 6 in. are not recommended, 
as they are subject to excesive ex- 
pansion and contraction, which will 
effect the flooring nailed to it. 

In the very best construction the 
boards are positioned diagonally 
over the joists. This arrangement 
provides greater bracing strength, 
and permits installation of the hard- 
wood flooring in either direction. 
If the subfloor is at right angles 
to the joists, the hardwood flooring 
can be positioned in only one direc- 
tion, at right angles to the subfloor 
planks. Hardwood flooring should 



be installed only after all other con- 
struction is finished. All plaster 
work should be completely dry. 
Flooring is kiln-dried, and should 
be kept dry during and after de- 
livery. The room in which the floor- 
ing is to be installed should be ven- 
tilated and heated to about 70 deg. 
Have the flooring delivered four or 
five days before installation and 
pile it loosely in the heated room. 
The moisture content of the wood 
will adjust gradually to match that 
in the room, which will help in as- 
suring the dimensional stability of 
the flooring, and thus, the proper 
installation of the floor. 

First step in the actual installa- 
tion is to sweep the subfloor clean 
and cover it with building paper, 
preferably 15-lb. asphalt-saturated 




1. Sweep the subfloor clean, cover it with 1 5-lb. asphalt-saturated felt building paper. 
Stretch a string between two nails about 8 in. from a side wall, align the first course 
of flooring with the string, rather than a usually not-true wall. 



2. Start first course with groove edge 
nearest the wall, both face-nail and blind- 
nail first course, with nails through tongues. 



felt. Stretch a string along the 
length of the room between two 
nails positioned about 8 in. from a 
side wall. By lining up the first 
course of flooring at a uniform dis- 
tance from the string. Fig. 1, rather 
than from the wall, you assure a 
straighter course. This is because 
very few walls, even in new con- 
struction, are perfectly true. While 
flooring strips generally are posi- 
tioned parallel to the longest wall 
of a room, the alignment of the 
flooring in an adjoining room may 
determine that the strips be parallel 
with the shorter walls. 

Place a long piece of flooring 
with the groove edge nearest the 
side wall and the groove end nearest 
the end wall. Space to be hidden by 
the shoe molding is left for expan- 
sion. In Fig. 1 the baseboard al- 
ready has been installed. Its bottom 
edge is slightly above the level of the 
finished floor. Face-nail the floor- 
ing piece near the end as shown. 
Measure and nail progressively to- 
ward the other end, maintaining the 
same distance from the guide 
string. Do the same in lining up 
succeeding pieces in the course, 
using one nail every 10 to 12 in. 
Observe nailing recommendations 
of the National Oak Flooring Manu- 
facturers' Association, or the manu- 
facturer of the flooring used. For 
example, with flooring 25/32 in. 
thick and lVt in. or more wide, 7d

of a course, hold piece in reverse position 
and mark it so tongue end is cut off. 



or 8d screw-type nails or cut steel 
nails are approved. If steel-wire 
flooring nails are used, they should 
be 8d, cement coated. Machine- 
driven barbed fasteners of the size 
recommended by the manufacturer 
also are acceptable. After face- 
nailing the first course, toe-nail the 
pieces through the tongue edge, and 
toe-nail each succeeding strip in 
the same manner, Fig. 2. Counter- 
sink the nails so they do not inter- 
fere with grooves fitting tongues. 



When a piece of flooring must be 
cut to fit the space at the end of 
a course, lay the piece in a reverse 
position from that in which it will 
be nailed and mark it for cutting. 
Fig. 3. The reason for reversing is 
to make sure the tongue end is 
cut off. and the groove end remains 
to join the tongue end of the pre- 
viously installed piece. Stagger the 
joints of pieces in adjacent courses 
so that no joint is closer than 6 in. 
To arrange this, locate several 
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4. Stagger joints of adjacent courses, so they are not grouped closely. Joint in one 
course should be no closer than 6 in. to joint in previous course. To provide for this, 
arrange several pieces in approximate relative positions in succeeding courses. 



5. After nailing 3 or 4 courses, hold 
scrap of flooring at intervals along tongue 
edges and use a hammer to tighten joints. 



pieces in their approximate relative 
positions in succeeding courses be- 
fore they are nailed, Fig. 4. After 
nailing each three or four courses, 
place a piece of scrap flooring at 
intervals against the tongue edges 
of the pieces in the last course, 
Fig. 5, and strike the scrap a couple 
of hammer blows. This drives the 
nailed flooring strips tightly to- 
gether. Do not hammer against 
every single course. 

To fit flooring around a door 
frame, hold the piece against the 
frame, parallel to the last course. 
Measure the distance between 
courses, and mark this distance at 
each edge of the door frame on the 
flooring strip, Fig. 6. Mark a line 



between the points, then saw out 
this notch. The operation will prob- 
ably have to be repeated on the op- 
posite side of the door frame. When 
you reach the opposite side of the 
room you will find there is no space 
to permit toe-nailing the last two 
courses. Just fit these pieces in 
place, then face-nail the last course, 
at the same time forcing it tightly 
against the previous courses with 
a pry bar. Fig. 7. If there is still 
a space after nailing the last course, 
that is too wide for the shoe mold- 
ing to cover, cut pieces of flooring 
to the proper width and insert them. 
Face-nail these strips unless they 
are very narrow. 
Rent an electric floor sander and 



an edger to finish the floor after 
it is installed, Figs. 8 and 9. Give 
the floor at least two sanding cuts, 
the first with No. 2 grit on the ma- 
chine, the second with No. For 
an exceptionally smooth surface, 
three or four cuts with progres- 
sively finer grits are recommended. 
The first cut can be at right angles 
to the grain, or diagonally to it. 
All succeeding cuts are made with 
the grain. Keep the machine in mo- 
tion when the power is on to pre- 
vent gouging the wood. The edger, 
Fig. 9, is handy for sanding near 
walls and for small areas such as in 
closets. Manual sanding may be 
necessary in small spots, as behind 
pipes. Use the same grit of paper 




6. To fit flooring around door frame, place strip flush against frame, measure gap 
between face edge of previous piece and groove edge of piece to be nailed. Mark this 
distance and width of door frame. Notch flooring strip to fit. 
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7. When opposite side of room is reached, 
there is no room to toe-nail last two 
courses. Fit pieces in, face nail last course. 




8. To finish floor that is completely installed, rent a floor Sander and an edger. Give 
the floor two sanding cuts, the first with No. 2 sandpaper, the second with No. '/i. 
First cut can be diagonally across grain, all succeeding cuts should be with grain. 



9. Floor edger is handy for sanding floor 
near walls, and in closets and other small 
areas. Use grit same as on sander. 




10. Sweep and dust thoroughly, including window sills, door 
frames, baseboards. Varnish, shellac or lacquer may be used, 
but floor sealer, as being applied here, is recommended by 
most hardwood-flooring makers. 



11. If natural finish is desired, use colorless sealer. Keep room 
ventilated, follow manufacturer's directions. After a few feet 
of floor have been covered, common practice is to wipe oft 
excess sealer with clean cloths. 



on the edger as on the big sanding 
machine for the same cut. 

Sweep and dust thoroughly after 
sanding, so no dust will blow onto 
the floor and speckle the finish. A 
surface finish such as varnish, 
shellac or lacquer may be used, 
but floor sealer is being applied 
in Fig. 10. Sealer is recommended 
by most hardwood-flooring manu- 
facturers today, as it penetrates the 
wood fibers and wears only as the 
wood wears. The sealer can be ap- 
plied with a long-handled lamb's- 
wool applicator, a clean string mop 
or a squeegee. Use a colorless 
sealer if a natural finish is desired. 
After a few feet of floor have been 
covered with sealer it is common 
practice to wipe off excess. Fig. 11. 
Although a complete finish in it- 
self, sealer may be used as a base 
for a finish, such as varnish. 

Rent a polishing machine to save 



on time and labor. First, buff the 
floor lightly with a fine steel-wool 
pad. Fig. 12. On open-grained woods 
such as oak, it is best to follow with 
an application of paste filler. The 
filler is applied before the finish, 
however, if the finish is varnish, 
shellac or lacquer. 

After the filler has dried 24 hours, 
wax and polish, using a buffing 
brush on the polishing machine. 
Use a paste or liquid rubbing wax 
designed for hardwood floors. Do 
not use a self-polishing wax, as this 
type wax contains water that may 
raise the grain of the wood and 
roughen the surface. A A

you can give your present kitchen 
cabinet doors, or the doors for the 
cabinets you are building, a 
"French provincial" look by apply- 
ing shaped molding. The molding 
can be applied with square, mitered 
corners, but a more attractive and 
professional look results by using 
curved molding at the corners. You 
can buy this molding in sets, in 
which are included straight lengths 
and the curves, but the cost is high. 

My solution to this problem was 
to buy ordinary, low-cost screen 
molding for the straight lengths of 
trim, then make a setup for produc- 
ing the curved sections with a 
router. It also was necesary to make 
a router bit that would produce the 
correct half cross-section. The com- 
pleted bit is shown in Fig. 4, the 
dimensions for the bit are in Fig. 5. 
Incidentally, the same method of 
making bits can be used to make 
router bits of any profile for special 
jobs. An 18-in. length of tool steel, 
available at tool-supply houses, is 
hacksawed roughly to shape, then 
finished with a rat-tail file. When 
the profile of the bit matches the 
screen molding that you have pur-

chased, file a clearance of about 
15 deg. on the cutting edges of the 
bit. Now, cut a piece of Vi-in. drill 
rod to length of 1% in. and saw a 
slot V4 in. deep in one end. File the 
notch as necessary to accept the 
steel flat, then assemble the bit and 
silver-solder it together. 

(The flat stock used for the origi- 
nal project is Starrett No. 496 Oil- 
Hardening Precision-Ground Flat 
Stock. A 3-ft. length of V-i-in. drill 
rod also was purchased from the 
Starrett Co. in Athol, Mass.) 

The curved molding strips are 
made by fitting a portable router 
on a pivoting auxiliary base, the

base having two holes spaced the 
width of the molding apart. The 
holes fit over a dowel in the jig. 
Dimensions are given in Fig. 2 
for the auxiliary base and the jig. 
Nails are driven into the jig along 
the center line of the curved trim 
piece. The heads are clipped off, 
then the piece of stock is slipped 
between the holding members and 
pressed down on the nails. The first 
cut is made at the end of the stock, 
then the router auxiliary base is 
lifted and fitted on the second hole. 
The second pass shapes the other 
half of the molding, and also sepa- 
rates the molding from the stock.

Some practice is required to do a 
good job of shaping, and most 
pieces will have to be sanded after 
being shaped.

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Twin Ranch Tables 
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When tables arc not being used to enlarge a dining table, they fit behind couches. 
They also can be used as library tables, and for a number of other purposes. 



THESE ATTRACTIVE tables are sturdy 
enough to be used outdoors on a 
patio, yet will look well in a recrea- 
tion room that has a "Western" 
decor. The original tables were 
made to enlarge the seating capac- 
ity of a dining room table to ac- 
commodate a family reunion, so the 
height was made the same as the 
dining table. The height can be 
changed to suit. When not utilized 
as table extenders, the original 
units are placed behind sectional 
couches and used as all-purpose 
tables. Their size would make them 
handy for a number of uses. If the 
tables are to be used only occasion- 
ally, or seasonally, they are readily 
disassembled. The tapered pegs are 
pulled to permit removing the 
stretcher, then the cross braces on 
the legs are removed by taking out 
the screws that also hold the legs 
to the end brackets on the under- 
side of the table top. 

All stock used in the original 
tables is 2-in. redwood lumber. The 
finished table was sanded smooth 
and several coats of paste wax was 
applied. If the tables are to be used 
outdoors, a sealer or finish designed 
for exterior use should be applied. 
The bevels on the edges of the 
planks used for the table top are 
optional, being used only for ap- 
pearance. If lumber other than red- 
wood is used, be sure it is straight- 
grained and free of knots. For the 
top of the table four 2 x 6s are re- 
quired, each 5 ft. long. The end 
pieces for the top also are 2 x 6s, 



and will be about 22 in. long. This 
measurement is determined by the 
width of the assembled 2 x 6s of 
the top. The halves of the legs are 
cut from 2 x 12s, then fastened to- 
gether with brackets. The lower 
bracket is screwed to the leg 
halves, the upper bracket is fitted 
with screws long enough to pass 
through the leg and drive into the 
lengths of 2 x 6 that are screwed to 
the underside of the top assembly 
to hold the planks together. A A

nailing asphalt shincles to a roof is a fairly 
simple job. yet too often the shingles are im- 
properly applied and result in a roof covering 
that leaks during heavy rains and is easily 
damaged by winds. The main problems are the 
using of the wrong lengths of nails, and locating 
the nails improperly. 



Use only 11 or 12-gauge galvanized roofing nails 
with heads % in. in diameter or larger. For new 
wood decks, use nails IVt in. long. When shingling 
over an old asphalt roof, use lVfe-in. nails and 
for applying asphalt shingles over old wood 
shingles, use nails 1% in. long. As a rule, nails 
should penetrate about 3 A in. into the roof deck. 
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Nails must be driven straight so that the shingle 
will not be cut with the edge of the nail head. 
Also, even when a nail is driven straight, the 
head of the nail should never penetrate the 
surface of the shingle. 

The proper nailing methods to assure optimum 
weatherproofing with various types of shingles 
are shown in the drawings. 

Fig. 1. When applying asphalt shingles over old 
wooden shingles, the first step is to nail down all 
loose shingles. Warped shingles should be split, 
the individual sections nailed down separately. 
Nail beveled strips of wood along the butt ends 
of the old courses, then apply a flashing strip 
of roll roofing along the eaves. This assures a 
good foundation for any type asphalt shingle. 

Fig. 2. Giant individual shingles: When apply- 
ing these vertically (American method), use two 
nails in each shingle. Nails are located lVfe in. 
from the side edges, 6 in. up from lower edge. 

Fig. 3. Individual hexagonal shingles (staple 
types) : Two nails and one staple in each. Locate 
nails 1 in. up from bottom of each shoulder tab, 
1-in. from ends. Drive staple into lower corner of 
each shingle so it fastens adjoining tabs of 
shingles in course immediately below, but not 
upper corner of shingle in second course down. 

Fig. 4. Two-tab hexagonal strip shingles: Use 
four nails in each, located horizontally on line

It is important to avoid the common 
mistake of driving nails too high, which lets wind 
peel off the shingles. Align shingles before nail- 
ing to avoid buckling. Start nailing at end nearest 
to last shingle in course, work toward other end. 

Fig. 7. Individual hexagonal shingles (interlock- 
ing): use one nail in each horizontal corner. 
Locate nails 1 in. in from each edge. Lower 
corner of shingle is secured by inserting locking 
tab under edge of adjoining shingles in course 
immediately below.

heat for this miniature furnace is 
provided by a gas or electric range 
or hot plate. It is ideal for heat- 
treating and tempering small tools 
and other items, and for preheating 
articles that are to be silver- 
soldered with a propane torch. 

Shell of the furnace is a food tin 
about 4 in. in diameter, and 4 or 5 
in. high. Punch holes about V* in. 
from the lower edge, and "lace" 
lengths of coat hanger-wire at right 
angles to form a grate. A door is 
cut from another food tin and 
pivoted over an opening cut in the 
furnace shell. Punch several holes 
near the top edge of the shell on the 
side opposite the door opening, to 
permit the escape of burned gases. 
If the door will not stay loosely 
closed by itself, a latch can be 
shaped from metal, as indicated, 
and operated with tongs. When you 
first fire up the furnace there will 
be considerable smoke as the coat- 
ing on the metal burns away. A A

KIT-BUILT CB TRANSCEIVERS 




after building a number of electronic kits in the 
past few years, our conclusion is that the less 
you know about electronics, the better job you 
will do. The novice kit builder follows each step 
carefully, checks it off when it is finished. The 
experienced electronic hobbyist tends to skip 
steps, making the assembly his own way, and 
getting into trouble. A couple of years ago we 
put together a pair of Heathkit CB-1 superregens; 
this time our test units were Knight-Kit C-27 
superhets, provided by Allied Radio of Chicago. 

Instructions supplied with the C-27s are excel- 
lent, which tends to confirm the story we hear 
that almost as much time and money are spent 
on the instructions as on developing the kit. The 
C-27 incorporates a printed-circuit board that 
simplifies assembly, but which also can present 
problems. After assembling the kits we made a

frequency check and peaked the receivers, then 
took them to the laboratory for testing. The sen- 
sitivity of the receiver portion of the C-27s proved 
to be excellent, with 1 microvolt producing 10 
db signal-plus-noise-to-noise ratio. Selectivity 
was extremely good; adjacent-channel rejection 
was more than the 30 db stated in the specifica- 
tions. Audio output was adequate, with low dis- 
tortion for most applications. The noise limiter 
(it has an off -on switch on the front panel), de- 
signed to supress impulse-type interference, was 
not too effective in rejecting ignition noise. 
Squelch action (controlled from the panel), was 
good, but had a "soft" feeling, not being as posi- 
tive as in some other units. The accuracy of the 
tuneable dial could not be determined, as the 
markings do not correspond to the various chan- 
nels. However, the tuneable portion of the re- 
ceiver definitely does not drift. In crystal-receive 
position, (there is a choice of two crystal-receive 
positions, and tuneable), sensitivity is partly con- 
trolled by the tuneable-dial setting, which is 
caused by the tuning of the first LP. by the dial. 
In other words, when you change from one crystal 
to another by the switch, you must tune the dial 
near that channel to get maximum reception. 
R.F. output was low on the units tested, as com-

pared to more expensive units, although ade- 
quate. Modulation is fair with the speaker used 
as a microphone, much better when an external 
mike is used. The crystal oscillator was found 
to be unstable and output frequency may be 
varied by both the oscillator tuning and the final 
tuning. This makes mandatory a frequency check 
after the unit is installed. (We recommend this 
with any unit, kit or factory-wired.) 

To summarize: The C-27 has an excellent re- 
ceiver with a transmitter that does not equal the 
receiver in quality. Mechanically, the printed- 
circuit board flexes excessively when tubes are 
removed or installed, inviting broken printed 
paths or solder connections. Keep the board well 
supported when changing tubes. 



After the laboratory tests we ran our "average- 
user" tests. We found the C-27 to be quite long 
from front to back, which makes it difficult to 
install conveniently in some late-model cars. 
Where it can be installed, the optional bracket 
holds it firmly, premits it to be removed and 
replaced readily. Base and mobile reception 
were excellent under all conditions. 

The C-27 makes an especially fine base unit 
for several reasons. The edge-lighted plastic 
panel keeps all controls in view even in a dark- 
ened room, and the squelch control keeps the set 
silent when no signal is being received. The wife 
finds the press-to-talk bar convenient when she 
is busy in the kitchen, and since there is no mike 
to be picked up. only the switch bar gets covered 
with flour or soap suds. 

For the price of $79.95 the Knight-Kit C-27 is a 
good buy, and makes an ideal base station. It 
can be assembled in a few evenings by anyone 
who can use a soldering iron. We do recommend, 
as with any CB transceiver, that a licensed radio- 
telephone technician give it a frequency check 
before it is put on the air.AA

WRING with ARMORED CABLE, com- 
monly called "BX" cable, is re- 
quired by the building codes of 
many communities where non- 
metallic-covered cables, generally 
known as "Romex", are not al- 
lowed. Except for the cutting of the 
armored covering to remove it from 
the inner wires, using BX requires 
the same techniques as using any 
other type of wire. There are two 



methods. Fig. L, of cutting the BX 
covering: One is used at the job site 
where you stand on a length of 
cable, pull it up over your knee 
and cut diagonally across one of 
the spirals of the armor. The BX 
also can be held in a vise to permit 
cutting the armor, but there is the 
problem of having a vise handy to 
the job, and of knowing the exact 
length of wire to be used for a par- 



ticular location. Using either 
method, be careful not to cut the 
insulation on the inner wires. When 
you have cut almost through the 
metal covering, twist it back and 
forth several times and pull it off 
the inner wires, Fig. 2. Next, re- 
move the paper wrapped around the 
individual wires. Fig. 3.

modeled attic or a room addition, 
start at the new location and work 
back to the power source. (Be sure 
to pull the fuse before making any 



All 
wire splices and connections must 
be made inside special metal boxes.

mounted boxes can be used, Figs. 
12 and 13. Square boxes, such as 
shown, are available in various 
sizes and different types of electri- 
cal service units can be installed 
in them.

BUBBLES IN PLASTIC LAMINATE 



bubbles or blisters that appear 
under plastic laminates on newly- 
surfaced countertops, tables, etc., 
in most cases can be removed 
easily when the bonding agent is 
contact adhesive, and enough of the 
adhesive was used initially. If the 
installation is less than six months 
old. the following procedure can be 
used to remove the bubbles: First 
determine the exact size of the 
bubble by tapping with a solid 
object like a coin. Next, paint 
Tempilaq on the area, and heat 
with a 375-watt industrial heat 
lamp. (A 250-watt infrared lamp 
that can be purchased at a drug- 
store can be used, but will require 
more time to heat the laminate.) 
The laminate must get hot, but the 
Tempilaq must not melt; it is de- 
signed to melt at 313-deg. in the 
solution used for this job. When the 
laminate is hot, use a 2-in. tile roller 
and exert heavy body pressure, 
rolling toward the outside edge of 
the laminate. When rolling is 
finished, recheck with a hard object 
to make sure the bubble has been 
eliminated. You can obtain 313-deg. 
F. Tempilaq solution at most large 
hardware stores, or your local 
paint, hardware or building-supply 
dealer can order it for you.

he have had many requests from readers of this column 
for information on how to add the appearance and 
color of age to antique reproductions they have built. 
Genuine antiques made of pine are becoming ex- 
tremely rare and, of course, very expensive. A home 
craftsman can build antique reproductions from plans 
(such as are published in workbench), but the finish 
does present a problem. One of the most unusual 
materials I have ever used for giving pine the color 
that is found on antiques is tobacco-juice stain. Even 
if you do not chew tobacco, you can use this stain. 

You will need a plug of chewing tobacco. If you can 
find a tobacco counter with a reasonably large assort- 
ment of chewing tobacco, you will see that the tobacco 
ranges in color from a rather light yellow to an ex- 
tremely dark brown. The color of your piece of furni- 
ture will be determined to a large extent by the color 
of the plug of chewing tobacco you select. Break up 
the plug of chewing tobacco in one pint of household 
ammonia and let the mixture stand overnight. Strain 
the mixture through a discarded nylon stocking to re- 
move the tobacco particles; the liquid is the stain. 

Sand your piece of furniture carefully, then remove 
all sanding dust with a vacuum cleaner or a tack rag. 
(A tack rag is a cloth that has been soaked in a non- 
hardening varnish so that it is sticky and will pick up 
dust particles. They can be purchased). Now, apply a 
liberal coat of the tobacco-juice stain, using a lint-free 
cloth. The wood can be made progressively darker,

When the finish was removed from this headboard (which 
matches the dresser in the photo below, the owner decided the 
natural color was too lovely to hide, so applied coats of wax.

The tobacco-juice stain makes pine look older than 
any other material I have used. However, the "old" 
look of furniture can be accented by various forms of 
"distressing." My favorite way of distressing furniture 
is to beat on it with a short length of chain, or just 
setting it in the house for a day or two and letting the 
kids work it over. If you are squeamish about batter- 
ing furniture with a chain, and do not have seven 
active children as I do, there is an easy and convenient 
way of artificially distressing, or spattering, the finish 
to give it an aged, well-worn look. The Illinois Bronze 
Co., Chicago, makes a little spattering attachment for 
aerosol paint cans that can be purchased in most paint 
stores for about 15 cents. This device is slipped over 
the head of the spray can of the color of paint you 
desire, and you simply spray the paint in the general 
direction of the piece of furniture. The distressing, or 
spattering, is done for you automatically. When this 
type of distressing is done, do use an aerosol container. 
It will eliminate any chance of smearing the stain or

other finish you already have applied. I do not rec- 
ommend that the entire finish be applied from a spray 
can, because they normally do not permit applying a 
heavy enough finish to provide maximum durability. 

Another subject on which we have received much 
mail is the application of one of the oil-type finishes. 
Boiled linseed oil is the most common of the oils 
used for finishing. While I will admit that a rubbed-on 
oil finish is beautiful and durable, we do not have time 
in this day and age to properly apply the necessary 
18 to 24 coats of oil. The applications were made about 
every 30 days by our ancestors, and the oil was rubbed 
into the wood with the palm of the hand. One of our 
customers for whom we have stripped a number of 
pieces of furniture, including the dry sink shown, has 
devised a short-cut method for applying linseed oil. 
She applies a liberal coat of linseed oil, then holds an 
ordinary iron — set at medium heat — over each area to 
force the oil into the wood. She holds the iron in one 
spot until the oil actually bubbles, then wipes off the 
excess. The result is a remarkably durable finish. 
Incidentally, she says the oil does not damage the 
sole of the iron, but simply wipes off. 

Applying a finish that does not change the color of 
the wood in any way is another subject of interest to 
our readers. We have tried many methods, but the 
only one that was at all satisfactory was the applying 
of paste wax. The matching walnut dresser and head- 
board shown have been finished in this manner, after 
the old finish was stripped off completely. Three coats 
of paste wax was applied for the finish. Periodic appli- 
cations of single coats of wax maintains the protection 
necessary, without changing the color of the wood. 

Q. We have tried various wood pullies to fill dents and 
scratches in furniture before we stain and finish it. but find 
that the putty does not take the stain the same as the 
wood. This makes the filled places show as blotches on the 
finished surfaces. Do you have any suggestions? 

A. I have tried many wood-putty products myself in 
an attempt to solve this problem. The wood putty I 
have the best luck with is called Miracle wood. I mix 



it with some of the stain I am going to use, then apply 
it to the gouge or scratch. When it is set, I sand it 
down smooth, then apply stain to the entire piece. The 
repaired spots are barely noticeable. A A

Dear Research Department: 

Could you tell me if there is any 
way to detect a sewer-gas leak? We 
have a soil pipe vent that goes from 
the bathroom up through the wall, 
then in between the ceiling and the 
upstairs floor for 12 feet, then up 
again through the roof. At times when 
the wind is right we have a gas smell 
in the bathroom and the upstairs. For 
a year we have tried to find out 
where the leak is but since the soil 
pipe goes through the wall it is very 
hard to find it. Would appreciate any 
advice. Mr. H.A., Mich. 



Dear Mr. H.A.: 

You mention that "when the 
wind is right" and from this we 
conclude that there may be no 
leak at all but merely that the 
fumes from the vent are being car- 
ried back into the house through a 
window, door, or soffit from the 
outside. This is somewhat unusual, 
but by no means unknown. 

Vent pipes such as the stack you 
mention generally have a trap at 
the bottom (similar to under a 
sink) and if the water level in this 
is too high or too low, improper 
operation of the vent can be ex- 
pected. Possibly the 12 foot hori- 
zontal run in the ceiling may have 
a reverse pitch to it, and over a 
period of several years has accum- 
ulated water to the point that the 
vent is now partially or com- 
pletely blocked. This would pro- 
duce the undesirable condition you 
report. We feel that your best solu- 
tion would be to call in a competent 
plumber, explain the situation, par- 
ticularly in the light of the infor- 
mation we have given, and see if 
he cannot straighten it out. It is a 
technical problem, best handled by 
a competent craftsman. 



Dear Research Department: 

My home is only five years old but 
already the roof is badly streaked 
from the chimney down with a black, 
oily stain. I have a forced-air, oil fur- 
nace. Shingles are blue asbestos. Could 
you suggest any way of cleaning or 
covering the stain? Also how can I 
prevent this from occurring again in 
the future? Mr. H.H.R., New York. 

Dear Mr. H.H.R.: 

The problem with your roof stain- 
ing is quite common, and unfor- 
tunately, there is no simple, prac- 
tical solution to prevent its recur- 
rence; short of discarding your oil 
furnace and installing a gas fur- 
nace, which would be expensive 
and impractical. It is a character- 
istic of an oil furnace, even when 
combustion is carefully regulated, 
to give off, as a by-product of the 
combustion, an oily vapor. This is 
what is released up your chimney 
and lays on the roof. Careful regu- 
lation by a furnace man, of the air 
intake may reduce this vapor some- 
what, but will not eliminate it. 

Insofar as removing the present 
stain, this can be done as follows: 
Mix about two tablespoonfuls of 
trisodium phosphate thoroughly in 
a gallon of water and scrub the 
stain, later flushing with clear 
water. If this were done each year, 
there would be no accumulation 
from previous years to remove and 
the job should not take too long. 
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Dear Research Department: 

Our home measures 20" x 38' on a 
foundation four cinder blocks high. 
We are thinking of replacing this 
crawl space and putting in a basement. 
Since the soil is sandy in nature, we 
feel that perhaps a "Yankee cellar" 
would be best, so as not to disturb the 
present foundation. We would ap- 
preciate any information that you can 
supply as to how to go about install- 
ing this. 

Mr. E. V., New Jersey. 
Dear Mr. E. V.: 

Ordinarily we do not recommend 
installation of the so-called "Yankee 
cellar." We think that it would be 
much more satisfactory, and inci- 
dentally it ought to add greatly to 
the value of the property, to raise 
the house and then install full-height 
cellar walls all around. Preferable 
would be a poured, monolithic 
(solid) concrete basement wall. 
However, cement or cinder blocks, 
on a poured concrete footing, might 
be cheaper if you planned to do 
some or all of the work yourself. 
In this connection, be sure to en- 
list professional help in raising and 
shoring up the house during the 
excavation and wall building opera- 
tion. Finish with a wire-reinforced 
concrete floor. Floor to ceiling 
height in the basement should be 
at least 6% and better 7 feet to give 
adequate standing room. Height of 
the wall above-grade can be any- 
thing you like, from 6 or 8" to base- 
ment-window height, depending 
upon the type of the structure and 
the lot situation. If the house is a 
ranch type (you did not mention in 
your letter) then appearance likely 
would dictate the lower height 
above grade. 

If you do excavate the Yankee 
cellar, and most certainly so in 
sandy soil, you should stay at least 
five feet within the present founda- 
tion. The sides of the excavation 
should be shored up to the full 
height using a concrete block or 
reinforced concrete wall to prevent 
cave-ins. We must point out that 
such basements tend to become 
very damp in a humid climate and 
they often are most difficult to keep 
dry during periods of heavy rain.

Dear Research Department: 

We recently purchased an old farm- 
house. In it is a large fireplace made 
of sandstone. The fireplace is beauti- 
ful except that it is completely dis- 
colored, evidently because the previous 
tenants used coal as fuel in it rather 
than wood. It definitely requires some 
treatment in order to regain its beauty 
[or us. but we don't know what to do. 
We do not like the idea of painting 
the stone — would sanding help? 
Mrs. K. A., Illinois. 

Dear Mrs. K. A.: 

There is a great difference in the 
nature and texture of sandstone in 
different localities. This confuses 
the problem somewhat, but still, 
our suggestion is this: don't paint 
it, don't sand it. Instead, make a 
determined effort to clean it. To do 
this, mix two tablespoonfuls of tri- 
sodium phosphate in a gallon of 
water. Stir thoroughly, apply with 
a scrub brush. It will take vigorous 
scrubbing to remove the soot and 
discoloration, but if you persist we 
believe that you will succeed. When 
the stone work is clean, let it dry 
very thoroughly — this is important 
— and then apply a coat of clear 
masonry sealer. This should make 
the stone easier to clean again 
later, as will be necessary if the 
fireplace is used. 



Dear Research Department: 

My patio floor is finished with slate 
set on cement with cemented joints in 
between. Recently I have been notic- 
ing an alkali that seems to come up 
between the slate slabs. This is un- 
attractive and I would appreciate 
knowing what, if anything, can be 
done about it. 
Mrs. M. L. A., Arizona. 

Dear Mrs. M. L. A.: 

The white, or grayish coating that 
forms in the mortar or cement 
joints that you describe as alkali is 
"efflorescence". This is due to the 
activity of certain chemical salts 
present in the cement and which 
are activated by moisture. 

There is no certain nor reliable 
remedy, unfortunately. One proce- 
dure that sometimes proves ef- 
fective is to wash or scrub the af- 
fected areas with a medium solu- 
tion of trisodium phosphate, then 
flush off with clear water. Keep dry 
for a week or more, then coat the 
joints with a clear masonry sealer. 
This can do no harm and some- 
times it will work. To mix a medium 
solution as described above, mix 
two tablespoonfuls of trisodium 
phosphate in an 8-qt. pail of water.

Dear Research Department : 

I have a wood lathe, saw and a jew 
other tools that I use as a hobby. I 
have on occasion made objects for a 
friend, for example, a cherry-wood 
lazy susan to match his dining room 
furniture. This friend has now asked 
if I could make him some dinner 
plates for the serving of steak. He is 
tired of his steak knives being dulled 
by the hard china. I have seen such 
plates used and in this connection 
have three questions: 
1. What kind of wood would best serve 
this purpose? I assume that it should 
be hard and close-grained, maybe 
maple. 2. What kind of finish would 
be best? A varnish would be cut and 
scratched and soon chip off. An ap- 
plication of mineral oil would be color- 
less, tasteless .would not become ran- 
cid, would give some protection from 
water, could be renewed easily. 3. I 
suppose that shape and size may he 
to individual taste, but would be glad 
to receive any comments that you 
would care to make. Would such a 
plate stand up better made from a 
single piece of wood, or could I build 
it up by gluing together? Mr. P.A.O., 
Nebraska. 



Dear Mr. P.A.O.: 

You have quite a project lined 
up, and for the sake of others too 
who have expressed an interest in 
producing such plates, here are 
some suggestions. The woods we 
have suggested are based on their 
turning properties and small pores, 
or close grain. Second selection of 
woods also have excellent turning 
properties, but larger pores. They 
would require more scrubbing to 
keep clean. On top of the list would 
be beech, hard maple and birch. 
Substitutes might be ash, chestnut, 
black walnut, chestnut oak. 

Your next question has to do with 
finish. Here we feel that there is 
but one choice: and this the same 
as for salad bowls: pure olive oil. 
This is the only finish that we could 
recommend for a wood container 
in which food is served. 

Size and shape would be a matter 
of individual taste, but we would 
feel that a ten inch plate would be 
minimum, with twelve inch better, 
particularly if round. If oval, sug- 
gest about twelve inches on the 
long side. As far as glue joints are 
concerned, we definitely recom- 
mend a one piece bowl or plate. 
Glue joints often are neither de- 
sirable nor successful, even when 
a waterproof glue is used.

children love horses and wheelbarrows, and this in- 
teresting toy combines the two. Easy rolling over most 
surfaces is assured by using a ball for a wheel. A dis- 
carded croquet ball can be utilized, or a ball can be 
glued-up and turned as indicated. Start construction 
by making a pattern from the squared drawing for 
the horse outlines. Two pieces of '£-in. plywood can be 
tacked or clamped together and cut at the same time 
to assure the horse sides being identical. Sand off any 
saw marks and round all edges. Next, cut to size and 
sand smooth the two wedges that support the "axle". 
Drill a hole in each wedge to provide slight clearances

for the ty.j-in.-dia. axles. Glue and nail the wedges to 
the inner surface of each front hoof of the horses. 
Sand smooth the two 18-in. lengths of 1 x 1-in. stock 
for the handles, and attach the handles to the inside 
surfaces of the horses with 1-in. No. 8 flathead screws 
driven into the handles through holes drilled in the 
plywood horses. Countersink the screws and cover the 
heads. Cut the floor and backboard of the wheelbarrow 
from M>-in. plywood and attach to one horse only, using 
l'/i-in. finishing nails. Set the nails and cover the heads. 

Make the ball-shape wheel now, or drill %-in. blind 
holes in a croquet ball and insert short lengths of 
%-in. dowel. "Dry fit" the second side of the wheel- 
barrow to the assembly and determine how long the 
dowel "axles" must be and cut them to length. Paint 
the ball in vivid, contrasting colors. Let the paint dry 
thoroughly. In the meantime, paint all parts of the 
wheelbarrow inside and out, and paint on the horses. 

Assemble the second side to the wheelbarrow, at 
the same time slipping the axles, that have been wiped 
with paste wax, into the holes in the wedges. Use glue 
and finishing nails to attach the second side. Set the 
nails, fill the holes with wood putty and when it has 
set, touch up the enamel job. For an added touch of 
realism, staple short lengths of unraveled rope to 
the horses' necks to simulate manes. Strips of plastic 
can be glued to the heads to indicate bridles. A A

In our test we made two "plat- 
forms" by nailing plywood squares 
to stakes that could be driven into 
the earth. When leveling walls or 
fences, horizontal surfaces on the 
structures could be used, eliminat- 
ing the need for our platforms. For 
more information on the Hoppy 
Split-Image Transit that comes 
complete with plastic target and 
leatherette carrying case write:
